ill on Her Way to Roadi From Cape- 
town-The Aaroagl W1U Be 
Crowded. 


The German three-masted barqne SUo, 
which is eu route to the Roads from 
Oapetown, via the Orient, is not likely 
to reach here for many weeks yet. Ifce 
v g as cl reached Nagasaki, according to 
news received by the Empress of India 
jresterdaj, early last month in tow of the 
Mltau Bishi Company's steamer Oura 
Maru in almost a wrecked condition. 

The SUo left Capetown in ballast on 
June 12th, bound for Vancouver. Her 
voyage was uneventful, and good pro¬ 
gress waa made until, on July 81at, she 
sigh tod Northeast Luson—that region of 
wicked weather. There she fell foul of 
o typhoon, which reft here of her fore 
and main masts, and carried away the 
upper half of the miuen mast. She wal¬ 
lowed helplessly for several days, drift¬ 
ing at the mercy of wind and tide. A 
jury mast was rigged, and some sort of 
control was dbtained over the vessel. She 
thus travelled until, 20 miles off Fuknye, 
she met the O. S. K. S. Daito-maru on 
her way to MojL She spoke the Daito- 
maru, asking to be reported in distress 
to the German consul at Nagasaki. The 
O. S. K. vessel accordingly dispatched 
a message from Moji, and tbe German 
consnl here communicated with the Mitsu 
Bishi Company, who, on the 20th inst., 
sent out their Yugac-marn to the relief. 
The Yugao-maru, however, waa absolute¬ 
ly unable to find the damaged barqne, 
and had Ip return to Nagasaki with this 
disturbing report. Then a telegrafe wgs 
sent to the Oara-maru at Obama, bid¬ 
ding' her to do her best in the matter. 
As the Onra-maru neared Iwoshima, out- 
wide Nagasaki harbor, she came upon the 
tJflo, and promptly took her In tow. 

THE COAL MARKET. 

The following is the report of the San 
Francisco coal market for the week end¬ 
ing tieptemher 12th, issued by J. W. Har¬ 
rison, the coal and metal broker: * 

During the week there have been two 
coal arrivals from British Columbia with 
7,809 tons; two from Washington, 4,05b 
tons; one from Cardiff, 1,200 tons; one 
from Swansep 3,148 tons; one from New¬ 
castle, N. ti. W., 6,000 tons; total, 21,- 
312 tons. The quantity arriving this 
week is fully sufficient for all immediate 
demands. Jobbers report a very fair 
trade daring the week, and the prices 
obtained are fully as high as those rul¬ 
ing lost month. There are six cargoes 
of Australian coal, each out over seventy- 
five days, which makes them all fully 
due. As they have already passed out 
of first hands, their early arrival here 
will not disturb values. For domestic 
purposes, some few grades of colonial 
coals have been generally tested. are 
growing popular for family uses, among

Risks taken by the White Pass 4k 
Yukon Railway for tue sale delivery of 
uortheru freight are becoming greater in 
view of ths approach of the winter sea¬ 
son. ’ins company lias given notice that 
future consignments for certain Yukon 
points will be forwarded only at the own¬ 
ers’ risk. The company will not guaran¬ 
tee further deliveries below Dawson, sad 
will not make any pledges about sending 
boats to Manson’s landing. The river 
companies, however, intend to continue 
operating the fleet as late as the condi¬ 
tion of the water permits, but will not 
guarantee deliveries. •

Lord Ouraon Describee the Setpe Taken 
By the Gorernmeafc to Alleviate 
Distress. 


The India office has, writes a corre¬ 
spondent, issued a voluminous blue book 
containing papers regarding the famlno 
and relief operation* in india daring 
1900-1902. Lord Carson’s exhaustive 
statement gives a graphic description of 
the great famine “which within the 
rnnge of Us incidence has been the se¬ 
verest that India has Ove* known," and 
of its splendid efforts to meet tt ‘ 

Broadly speaking, the viceroy says, 

It may be said that no endeavors which 
it is in the power of the n* 0 «t philan¬ 
thropic or generous of governments to 
put forward Will avail to prevent an in¬ 
crease of mortality during a severe fam¬ 
ine. No relief system in the world will 
counteract the effects of reduced food 
supply, cessation of wages, high prices, 
nud break up of homes, among millions 
of people, or will preveut famine from 
being attended by its twin ulster, pcsti- 
Icnefc. 

The viceroy proceeds: 

“When, however, I read the record* 
of earlier famines, and compare their 
results with this, I do feel some cause 
for satisfaction. We are sometimes told 
of the wonderful things that happened 
in India before the days of British rale, 
and are lnrited, in most unbistorical 
fashion, to regard it as a Saturnian age. 

I have looked up the statistics of the 
last great famine that occurred In Ben¬ 
gal, while that province was still nnder 
native administration. This was in the 
year 1TT0. I speak of local administra¬ 
tion, been turn, although the Diwani of 
Bengal bad been assumed by the com¬ 
pany a few years before, the latter had 
not yet taken over the civil administra¬ 
tion, which remaii^d in the hands of 
the former native officers of the Delhi 
government. Throughout the summer of 
that year it is on record that the hus¬ 
bandmen sold their cattle; they sold their 
Implements of agriduture; they sold their 
sons and daughters, till at length no buy¬ 
er of children could be found; they ate 
the leaves of trees and the grass of the 
field, and when the height of tbs sum¬ 
mer was res cbed, the Irving were feed¬ 
ing on the dead. The streets of the 
cities were blocked up with promiscuous 
besps of the dead and dying; even tbs 
dogs and jackals could not accomplish 
their revolting work. Disease attacked 
tbs starving and shelterless survivors, 
and swept them off by hundreds of thou¬ 
sands Before the end of May. 1770, 
one-third of the population was officially 
calculated to have disappeared; in June 
the denths were returned as 6 to 16 of 
the whole inhabitants; and it was esti¬ 
mated that one-half of the cultivators 
must perish. Two year* later Warren 
Hastings, who had Assumed the govern¬ 
ment of Benge 1 on behalf of the British 
power, stated the entire loss was at least 
one-third of the Inhabitants, and subse¬ 
quent calculations revealed that the fail¬ 
ure of this single crop, in the single pro¬ 
vince of Bengal, had carried off within I 
nine month* no fewer than ten ont of 
less thau thirty millions of human be¬ 
ings." 

iteplying to the charge that the gov¬ 
ernment had looked helplessly on dur¬ 
ing tile recent famine. Lord Canon 
says: 

“It cannot truthfully be said, even by 
the most envenomed of opponents, that 
we have looked helplessly on. On the 
contrary. I fearlessly claim, and 1 chal¬ 
lenge contradiction, that there has 
never been a famine when the general 
mortality has been less, when the dis¬ 
tress has been more amply or swiftly 
relieved, or when government and Its 
officers have given themselves with a 
more whole-hearted devotion to the 
saving of life and the service of the 
people. 

“What tho actual mortality may have 
been it is impossible to tell with oom-

The Massachusetts bureau of labor statis¬ 
tic* has made aa Inquiry into tho cost of 
living in Massachusetts at different periods 
which la of interest to this reentry general¬ 
ly. The budgets of 152 famllmo, whose 
average rent le fi05 a (gear, were analysed 
and systematic comparisons made between 
the living expenses In 1872, In 1897 and in 

‘“ft* now costa about 20 per cent, leas 
than la 1872; dry goods sad boots about 
40 pw cent. !«*•; rent about 2 per seat, 
more, and fuel about 26 per cent. lean. 

Bnt, on the other band, food now costa 
about 11 per cent, more than In 1897, dry 
goods and boots about 16 par cant. more, 
rent about 52 per cent, more, and fuel about 
19 per cent. more. 

«he coat of living, then, has much In¬ 
creased since 1897, bnt the changes Mac# 
1872 show a very favoraMa ,tore. In u 
number of case# the Increased coit of liv¬ 
ing since 1897 has beeu off set by Increased 
Income aud by steadier employment. 

On the whole, we may say that there 
has been no economic Improvement In the 
conditions of these Massachusetts families 
during tbe past live years. The bureau 
contends that there baa been a social Im¬ 
provement, however, since in 1902 the fami¬ 
lies were mostly supported by tba earnings 
of one person, while in 1872 from ooe- 
qnarter to one-third of tbe family income 
cauie from the earnings of children. At 
present, only one-eighth la, on tbe average, 
so derived. In 1872* children under 15 
years contributed from one-eighth to one- 
sixth of the Income, while la 1902 no In¬ 
come was derived from children of that 
age. In 1872, 56 per cent, of tbe families 
bad an Income greater than their expendi¬ 
ture; while In 1902 more than 68 per cent, 
were In like case. Moreover. 88 per cent, 
of tbe families visited In 1908 had a sue-, 
plus, from which they contributed to re¬ 
ligious and charitable works. 

This comparison, therefore, shows am en¬ 
couraging Improvement of conditions daring 
the last thirty years. Tbe Increased cost 
of living since 1897 cannot be set down as 
permanent; and In tbe matter of rent. It 
lisa not beeto general, unless In some of 
the great cities.—New York Son.

17.—President Castro, of Venezuela, lias 
retreated from Ocomare before the ad¬ 
vance of tike revolutionists. The Vene- 
snelsn government’s situation is criti¬ 
cal. 

Uecent advices received from Vene¬ 
zuela con Ann the dispatches of the As¬ 
sociated Press from Willemstad of Fri¬ 
day, September 12th. The battle which, 
aa then announced, began on September 
11th, in the vicinity of Tinuquillo, Vene¬ 
zuela, between about 4.000 revolution¬ 
ists, under the command of Generals 
Mendosa, Battalia and Riera, and gov¬ 
ernment forces of about the same 
xtreugth, Ud by the Venezuelan minis¬ 
ter of war. General Garrido, resulted In 
the defeat of the government forces, and 
not in a victory for the latter, as an¬ 
nounced in a New York dispatch from 
Torres Cardenas, secretary of President 
Castro, which set forth that General 
Meudoza’s army had been annihilated on 
September 8th, near Tlaaquillo. The 
engagement of that date, as cabled from 
h*ro on September 12th, was only an 
advance guard fight of »o importance. 

The real battle began ou September 
11th, and lasted four days, after which 
General Garrido retreated on Valencia, 
and eventually entered that city on 
Monday morning, September 15th, with 
ahout 2,100 men, leaving the road free 
for the further advance on Caracas of 
the revolutionary army under Generals 
Mendosa, Riera and Batalla. 

The only other government army in 
the field is the one is under the 

personal command of President Castro, 
who, a few days ago, wan at Ocumare, 
about 45 miles south of Caracas, and 
was sending out scouts looking for the 
advance guard of the army of .General 
Matos, the revolutionary leader. 

But the President later abandoned hla 
position precipitately before the ad¬ 
vance of tho revolutionists, who occu¬ 
pied Ocumare. < 

The President retreated from Ocumare 
to Clin my are, and then to Gtiyaba, 
about four hours’ march from Caracas, 
the capital.
